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Alabama Dairyman 
Receives Honorary 
Doctor of Science 


A man who began his career with a $25 
mule and a 100-acre farm bought on credit 
received an honorary doctorate from 
Auburn at summer commencement. John 
Lemley Morrison, chairman of the board of 
Dairy Fresh Corp., built from that farm a 
dairy business that has sales of more than 
$70 million in Alabama, Florida, Missis- 
sippi, and Louisiana 

In awarding him the degree, however, 
Auburn is not recognizing Mr. Morrison's 
business acumen alone, but also his con- 
cern for his fellowmen and his many con- 
tributions to a wide range of interests in 
Alabama, particularly the Alabama 4-H 
Foundation 

It was largely through Mr. Morrison's 
efforts as chairman of the 4-H Foundation 
since 1964 that more than a million dollars 
was raised to construct the Alabama 4-H 
Youth Development Center,’ explained 
Wilford 
announcing Mr. Morrison's honor 


Interim President Bailey in 
Since 
that time, he has provided, through his 
own gifts and work with others, additional 
funds for the Center which serves Alaba- 
ma’s 117,000 4-H youth with leadership 
development training.” 

At the age of 21 Mr. Morrison took the 
mule and farm in Hale County and became 
a farmer and dairyman, eventually buying 
controlling interest in a Greensboro cream- 
ery. He later purchased other dairy busi- 
nesses including two Mobile area process- 
ing firms. He, consequently, is regarded as 
the father of the dairy business in west 
Alabama and has also had a major influ- 
ence on soybean and catfish production in 
that part of the state. His other business 
interests include Hale Motors and M & V 
Development Company 

Over the past 60 years, Mr. Morrison has 
been a leader in. numerous agricultural 
organizations including the Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation state com- 
mittee, and the Alabama Board of Agricul- 
ture. He was named Alabama's Small Bus- 
inessman of the Year in 197 land received 
the Alabama Farm Bureau's Private 
Enterprise Award in 1981. He is the only 
Alabamian ever to receive the national 
award from Epsilon Sigma Phi, the Exten- 
sion service honorary fraternity 

Outside agriculture, Mr. Morrison has 
been involved in the support of the Allied 
Arts Council and the Pixie Theatre in 
Mobile, Alabama Educational Television,

Goodfellows of Mobile College, and the 
Mobile Advisory Council of Boy Scouts of 
America. He is a member of the Hunting- 
don College Advisory Committee and a 
trustee of BlueCross/Blue Shield of 
Alabama 

Mr. Morrison's contacts with 4-H and 
with Auburn came through his daughter, 
Lemuel, now a pediatrician at the Univer- 
sity of South Alabama, when she was state 
i-H dairy foods project winner. When the 
Alabama 4-H Foundation was organized in 
1954, he was a charter member of the 
board. Since the Center was established 
two years ago, he has devoted an average of 
one day per week to continued work for it, 
helping to raise more than $500,000 in 
additional funds 

Mr. Morrison has helped guide the for- 
mation of the Alabama Catfish Farming 
Center in Greensboro which is operated 
cooperatively by Auburn University and 
the Soil Conservation Service. He has also 
been instrumental in the development of a 


state docks facility at Demopolis. 


In addition to their daughter, Mr. Morri- 
son and his wife, Beatrice, also have a son, 
John L. Morrison, Jr., of Greensboro. 


As Campus Look Changes— 
Student Activities Building, 
A Dream of Years, To Be 
Completed in October

Auburn's face is changing. The heart of 
the campus remains the same, but on- 
going construction, painting, and repaving 
have altered the look of the Loveliest Vil- 
lage. An engineering building, nestled 
between Tichenor and Thach Halls, finally 
assumes definable shape. Haley Center 
glistens proudly with its fresh coats of 
white paint. Visitors to the campus this fall 
will also notice a different sidewalk by the 
fountain in front of Ross Hall—the old one 
was dug up this summer to put a computer 


line in the ground. Roads, including 
Donahue and Gay, have been repaved, and 
the Dust Bowl has traded its dust for 
asphalt. But one of the most notable 
aspects of the Auburn face lift is the new 
student activities building, a two-level, $7 
million complex scheduled to open for 
campus-wide use winter quarter. 

The new complex, located next to the 
coliseum on Roosevelt Ave., replaces the 
deteriorating building presently being used 
by the Department of Recreational Servi- 
ces and Intramural Sports. The new build- 
ing has been a long time coming. Planning 
officially started in April of 1979, but the 
need existed for many years before that. 
But, as with everything else, the university 
didn’t have enough money to finance the 
project. Thus, Claude Saia, director of the 
Recreational Services Department, took 
the problem to the students. During the 
1979-80 academic year, students voting in 
the Miss Homecoming election agreed to 
add $8.50 each quarter to their fees to 
finance a bond issue for a student activities 
facility. The increase in the fees went into 
effect in 1980. Architects Pearson, 
Humphries and Jones of Montgomery were 
brought in, and the dream building seemed 
on its way to becoming a reality. 

However, the dream had trouble getting 
off the ground. Building was delayed because 
of high interest rates. Price increases raised 
an estimated $5 million facility to $7 mil- 
lion before construction started. Now, six- 
teen months after construction began in 
May of 1982, workers have announced that 
the project will be completed in October, 
allowing the Recreational Services De- 
partment to transfer its offices from the 
coliseum to the new facility in time for 
winter quarter. 

The building's 95,000 square feet includes 
seven basketball courts (three of which can 
be converted into a 2,000-seat auditorium) 
and is connected to the pool area of the 
coliseum complex by a covered walkway. 
The basketball courts hold seven volleyball 
courts or 21 badminton courts. Through 
the use of dividers (much like the curtain- 
style dividers in the coliseum) the basket- 
ball courts can be separated, or the build- 
ing’s exercise room can be converted into 
four rooms. 

Also housed in the facility are a 1,600- 
square-feet stage, a weight room, an 
equipment room, a ticket sales booth, con- 
cession stands, a vending lounge, a game 
room, a first aid training room, and staff 
and stage dressing rooms. The six offices 
for the Recreational Services Department 
are located on the second floor. The second 
floor and the auditorium area are the only 
air-conditioned sections of the structure. 


Weaver Heads Curriculum 
& Teaching Department 


Dr. Andrew M. Weaver has been 
appointed head of the Department of Cur- 
riculum and Teaching in the School of Edu- 
cation effective Oct. 1. The appointment, 
which is upon recommendation of the 
department's faculty, is for a three-year 
term. 

Dr. Weaver has been a member of the 
School of Education since 1960 and has 
served in several important capacities in 
the School and University, according to 
Dean Jack Blackburn. “In addition to his 
professorial responsibilities in the de-

partment of curriculum and teaching, Dr. 
Weaver has provided outstanding leader- 
ship in the area of economic education. He 
directs an Economics Education Center, 
supported primarily by industries in Ala- 
bama and Georgia, which attracts several 
classroom teachers to campus each summer. 

“His university-wide service provides 
him with experiences in working with a 
number of groups and offices on campus. 
We look forward to the leadership which 
he can provide this department during a 
very important time for elementary and 
secondary education in our state and 
nation,” said Dean Blackburn. 

Dr. Weaver holds the bachelor of science 
in social science from Tennessee Tech

University, and the master of arts in his- 
tory and the doctor of education from the 
University of Tennessee. Active in several 
professional organizations at the state, 
regional, and national levels, he has served 


as president of the Alabama Council for the 
Social Studies and of the Auburn chapter of 
Phi Delta Kappa, the educational honor 
society. He has also chaired a number of 
university committees, including the 
Graduate Faculty Committee during its 
first three years. 

In addition to directing the summer 
Economic Education Institutes since 1979, 
Dr. Weaver has served as advisor to indus- 
try officials on their roles in serving school 
systems where they are located. He has 


authored several papers which have 
appeared in educational journals, and was 
educational consultant and editor of a five. 
part world history course printed and 
adopted by the Montgomery County Public 
Schools in 1973. 


AU Foundation Aids 
Writing Program 
For Teachers, Now 
In Third Year 


Thanks to an Auburn project now in its 
third year, a group of teachers from kin- 
dergarten through junior college learned 
more about writing and about teaching it 
this summer. Although the majority of the 
teachers involved in the Sun Belt Writing 
Project are English teachers, this year's 
group included two science teachers, a 
trend that director Richard L. Graves hopes 
will continue. 

“Writing should be a major part of the 
curriculum all the way through school and 
in all subject areas,” he insists. “Writing is 
the premier language skill and it's the 
responsibility of all teachers—not just 
English teachers—to incorporate writing 
into their classes.” 

This summer was the third year for the 
project in the School of Education which 
teaches teachers to write and to teach writ- 
ing. Not only did they discuss different 
writing techniques, but each spent an hour 
and one-half writing every day. Twice a 
week they met in small groups to talk about 
their writing. One of the things they 
learned is that it’s sometimes a good idea 
for a teacher to do the writing he assigns. “] 
learned to appreciate my students’ writing 
more when I realized how difficult some of 
my assignments were,” said one teacher. 

The teachers learn anew the importance 
of writing and how fulfilling it can be. 
"They -return to their classrooms with a 
renewed belief in the value of writing as@ 
tool for learning, for sharing ideas, and for 
expressing creativity,” says Dr. Graves. 

An affiliate of the National Writing Pro- 
ject, the Sun Belt Writing Project at Auburn 
was sponsored this year by the Alumni 
Association through the Auburn Univer- 
sity Foundation and by a grant from the 
National Endowment for the Arts as well 
as contributions from several school 


systems. 


Dr. Andrew M. Weaver 
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Engineering To Add 
Computer Science 
Department in ’84 


The rapid growth of enrollment and 
interest in computers since Auburn began 
to offer a degree in computer science and 
engineering in 1980 has caused the univer- 
sity to form a department of Computer 
Science and Engineering, effective in 1984. 

From 70 students in 1980, enrollment 
has climbed to more than 540. The inter- 
disciplinary program in engineering and 
computer science has been administered by 
the Department of Electrical Engineering, 
which was already the largest department 
in the school with 998 students enrolled. 

Dean of Engineering Lynn Weaver has 
named Dr. Ed Unger, head of the Depart- 
ment of Industrial Engineering, chairman 
of a search committee to recommend a 
department head for the new program. 
Nominations and applications will be taken 
until December 1. 

To enter the programs in computer 
engineering or computer science in the 
new department, students must have 2.5 
averages in pre-engineering (4.0 is an A). 
Transfer students will not be accepted into 
computer engineering or computer science. 
For other engineering programs, require- 
ments for transfer students include the 
approval of the respective admission 
committee. Chemical engineering has an 
additional standard of a 3.2 average. 


Architects Named 
For ROTC Building 


The architectural firm of Barganier, 
McKee and Sims will draw up plans for a 
new building to house the three ROTC 
branches now located in Broun Hall, which 
will be demolished later this year. 

The new building of 20,000 to 25,000 
square feet will be located on the corner of 
Thach and Wire Road, behind University 
Printing Service. Construction bids are 
expected winter quarter with completion 
expected in winter 1985. In the meantime, 
ROTC units will be located in temporary 
offices in other campus areas.

Engineering Grad 
Courses to Be 
Given Off Campus 


Starting winter quarter, engineers will 
be able to take Auburn graduate courses 
without coming to campus. Using video- 
based instruction, Auburn will expand its 
off-campus program to begin courses lead- 
ing to the master's degree for those who 
qualify for admission to graduate school. 

Dr. Joe Boland became assistant dean for 
off-campus instruction on August 1. He 
will oversee the academic credit programs 
and coordinate them with the current 
offerings of the Engineering Extension 
Service. 

“If Alabama firms are to stay competi- 
tive, grow and prosper,” Engineering Dean 
Lynn Weaver said, in explaining the new 
programs, “their engineers must have ready 
access to new knowledge that underlies the 
rapid changes in technology in countless 
fields. However, they seldom can leave 
their work for campus study. We will be 
using advances in educational and com- 
munications technology to take graduate- 
level courses to locations throughout the 
state.” 

The first offering this winter will be a 
course in computer engineering. Space in 
Ramsay Hall was converted into a studio 
classroom this summer and the Engineer- 
ing Learning Resources unit will videotape 
regular classroom sessions held in the stu- 
dio. The tapes will then be mailed for 
classes at places and times for the off- 
campus students. All students registering 
for the course, on or off campus, will 
receive the same instruction and take the 
same examinations. Printed study guides 
will supplement the videotapes, and a con- 
ference call system will periodically link 
off-campus students and the instructor.

Here and There— 
A Source of Hope

When I was a child, the time between one Christ- 
mas and the next seemed almost an eternity, and a 
forty-five-mile trip to Chattanooga, Tennessee, 
became an almost endless journey of delightful 
adventure into another world, where streetcars 
clanged night and day, rows of houses 
stretched down interminable streets, 
and throngs of assorted people milled 
about ceaselessly. 

Nowadays, one Christmas follows 
another in such rapid succession 
that I hardly have time to get one 
tree down before Rebecca has me 
out searching for a new one, and 
whenever I reach Chattanooga from any direction, I 
note it only as a landmark which tells me that lam 
but a few steps from my old homeplace. 

The passing years have brought a similar trans- 
formation in my perception of other things: When I 
first studied a bit of ancient history in school and 
Sunday school, the five thousand years of recorded 
human activity seemed incomprehensibly long and 
terrifyingly complex, and the pyramids of Egypt 
seemed almost as far removed from Pisgah, Ala- 
bama, as the sun, the moon, and the stars. 

Now, when from time to time I make a cursory 
review of history, I feel a certain kinship with the 
ancient Egyptians and Sumerians who began the 
written records of human struggles, vicissitudes, and 
momentary triumphs—with them and with all the 
generations between them and us in that fleeting 
five thousand years of recorded history, which pro- 
vides us with all that we know with any real certainty 
of the development of the human race. And, now I 
am acutely aware that with good connections the 
ancient pyramids stand only several hours of flying 
time away from Chattanooga, Tennessee. 


My peers, my elders, and world literature reveal 
that my sense of accelerating time and diminishing 
distance represents nothing more than an element 
common to human experience. Man's taking on 
wings has abetted his perception of shrinking space, 
but the perception itself has existed as long as the 
human process of maturing and aging. 

But the same sources do not confirm the universal- 
ity of an intensifying concept of human kinship—of 
a maturing sense of identity with the entire human 
community past, present, and future. The giants of 
intellect and soul often attain that perception fully 
developed early on and maintain it throughout their 
fruitful lives. But among the commonality of us the 
attainment seems to come—if at all—only with long 
years of study, meditation, and mingling with an 
assortment of our fellowmen. 

Our general failure to achieve this insight earlier 
and more often accounts, it seems to me, for a sub- 
stantial portion of human travail and tragedy: for 
insane political power struggles, devastating wars, 
inexcusable purges of dissenters, and horrifying 
repression of untold millions throughout the world. 

Because this general failure has occurred repeat- 
edly throughout those fleeting five thousand years of 
recorded history, we have, I fear, accepted it as an 
irremediable element of the human condition, Yet, 
virtually from the beginning of history, wise and 


good men—sages, prophets, poets, and_philos- 
ophers—have exhorted us to a better understanding 
and more compassionate human relationships. It is 
unfortunate, indeed, that from our public platforms, 
our college lecterns, and school teacher podiums we 
hear so little in full detail of the best that has been 
thought and said throughout human history. For in 
the accumulated texts of the sages, there is enough 
wisdom to provide us—if not salvation—a glowing 
hope for the human prospect of future generations. 


In Any Old Pasture—Officially, Oxford Stroud retired 
as a professor of English at Auburn University at the 
end of last month. But those who know him even 
slightly know that Oxford Stroud will remain an 
active scholar and commentator on human virtue, 
vice, heroism, cowardice, wisdom, and folly as long 
as he lives. Although he performed admirably 
behind the lectern throughout his tenure at Auburn, 
Stroud never required a formal setting: an easy chair, 
a hallway, a street corner, a creek bank, a pine tree or 
an oak, or an open stretch in any old pasture proved a 
fit place for one of his fascinating discourses. Haley 
Center will miss him, but the world which surrounds 
it will be blessed with his presence more often. 


Esoterica for Everyone— 


Field Roads Full of Memories

So soon they grow up—old field roads, no longer 
in use. Stop using them for a short while and they 
revert to nature. Saplings and bushes soon make an 
old roadway, except for a few deep ruts here and 
there, just like the rest of the woods. 

Old field roads used to run all over the place, going 
from the house and barn or from the road to this or 
that field of pasture. Each road took on a personality 
of its own. One of the main roads | remember was 
the one that went to what came to be known as the 
“upper” pasture, to distinguish it, you see, from the 
cleared pasture further downstream, which was very 
creatively called the “lower’’ pasture. 

A steep hill rose immediately from the edge of the 
pasture, so the road had to wind around, feeling for 
the easiest way to get up it. No mules could have 
pulled a load of green beech and oak and black gum 
firewood straight up the hill. Even as it was, there 
was a certain very steep place in the climb. Old Bill 
would always have to be rapped smartly with the 
lines along there to make sure he pulled his part. A 
persimmon tree marked the place where the mules 
were allowed to stop and blow after getting past that 
extra hard part. It was fairly easy going from there 
on to the house. 

Going down, we would sometimes take the short- 
cut—straight down the hill. That's the way we were 
going that time when brother Jack was daydreaming 
and didn’t apply the brakes soon enough (he still will 
not acknowledge his guilt in the matter), and the 
mules tried to go on opposite sides of a sturdy oak 
sapling, and the tongue centered the tree and slid up 
it from the momentum, nearly picking the mules’ 
front feet off the ground. That was one bind it took 
us a while to get out of. The tree still carries the scars. 


the hillside patch that was a microcosmic combina- 
tion of different soil types—sandy loam in the top 
terraces (well populated with Johnson grass), gravel 
on the steep terraces, and almost bottomland at the 
lower end where the cow itch vines grew trium- 
phantly. It was a small field, but it was one of those 
you never could seem to get over, especially on those 
occasions when Daddy would say, “Well, it's Satur- 
day. Finish up that patch over there and you can quit 
for the day.” It would become a very large field. 

That road once went on past it and on across the 
ditch that marked the edge of our property, all the 
way to the highway. It went through a lovely little 
valley shaded by oaks—a couple of them twisted in 
fascinating shapes—and other hardwoods. The road 
was good enough that a car could be safely —if 
slowly—driven down it for a good distance, at leasta 
'51 Ford of my acquaintance could be, at one time. 
But disuse has taken its toll. Nature is reclaiming the 
road, melding it back into the rest of the woods. My 
younguns’ younguns won't know a road was there, 

Sawmillers used to hack out temporary roads 
when they'd cut out an area. They'd even build 
bridges across sloughs and ditches. It'd be fun to 
follow the roads through the hills and bottoms. The 
roads weren't built for permanence. Within a year or 
two the bridges would rot and bushes and briars 
would occupy the road space. But, for a while: “Hey, 
let's see where this road goes.” 

It is nice now to walk over the old roads that can be 
walked over, especially in the spring when the wild- 
flowers are blooming and new growth is fairly 
exploding in its eagerness, or in the fall when the 
brown and yellow leaves are blanketing the ground, 
with more falling at every breeze. That’s when the 
younguns get their doses of family lore, you see, with 
tales of what happened when the squirrel jumped 
from that tree, or the time when old Ider ran away, OF 
about the hornets’ nest that hung in that tree right 
there; or about what Uncle Kelley said when his 
plow hit a root in the field over there; and the initials 
on the beech trees, all blackened and wrinkled now 
can be discussed and the time of their carving 
remembered. 

Highways may be happy ways, as the old song 
says, but there’s something to be said for rapidly 
fading, insignificant, abandoned little field roads too. 
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Norton Seeks Plums, 
Canteloupes to Grow 
In the South

He's the proud father of six plums, four 
cantaloupes, and a honeydew melon, but 
none of these match what cou/d have been 
growing in his central Alabama orchards 
this summer. Dr. Joseph D. Norton ‘52, 
Auburn's plum and melon specialist, wants 
to breed the plum that opens a multi 
million-dollar shipping industry in the 
deep South, and he has good reason to hope 
that one of the approximately 3,000 seed 
lings and varieties now on trial will turn to 
gold 

Some of these seedlings are crosses 
between standard plums and a wild plum 
resistant to plum leaf scald, the chief killer 
of Southern plum trees. If a plum crop isn’t 
taken by late spring frost, it still faces dis- 
ease, especially leaf scald. Dr. Norton 
explains that Western plums capture most

Southern growers can't afford to gamble 
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Fruit in the South suffers the handicap 
of a regional “humidity chamber,” he says. 
Many disease organisms find the South a 
moist treat, preferable to the arid West. 

A plum resistant to leaf scald and other 
prevalent diseases, however, could open 
the industry to Southern growers, espe- 
cially if Dr. Norton and his associates suc- 
ceed in breeding a late-blooming plum that 
dodges the spring frost. The first multiple- 
disease-resistant variety could be available 
within two or three years, though Dr. Nor- 
ton can't promise any of his plums will 
pass rigorous testing that early. 

Dr. Norton's more-than-scientific en- 
thusiasm for plums shows when he ushers 
visitors into a refrigerated room in Fun- 
chess Hall where he stores plums sorted by 
variety into market baskets. He'll invite 
guests to sample and evaluate a dozen or so 
different ones, a few approaching the size 
of peaches, others small as cherries, but 
most a standard inch and a half in diame- 
ter. Chilled at the height of plum season, all 
of them qualify as dessert plums, good 
enough to follow Sunday dinner 

The plums are harvested in orchards Dr 
Norton maintains all over the state. He has 
plums in Shorter, Clanton, Cullman, Camp 
Hill, Headland, Fairhope and Auburn 
research sites of Auburn's Agricultural 
Experiment Station. Two or three days a 
week, he's off campus tending to at least a 
dozen experiments, the results of which 
will find their way into technical publica 
tions. Dr. Norton has already published 
about 200 articles in scientific journals and 
experiment station publications 

His work with plums started in 1960, 


parent material; some 4500 seedlings from 
these have led to the six plums released so 
far and promise to contribute to a commer- 
cial variety resistant to leaf scald. 

Something else, chough—something wild 
and unex pected—has figured in his search 
for the perfect plum. Dr. Norton speaks 
reverently of a plum tree found on a ridge 
overlooking the Coosa River 30 years ago. 
A friend transferred the tree to his back 
yard in Columbiana, and Dr. Norton later took 
it to Auburn for observation and testing. 

It proved to be a hearty plant, with mul- 
tiple resistance to diseases, including leaf 
scald. With that advantage, who could 
complain about the small and bitter fruit? 
Dr. Norton puts it diplomatically: “The 
fruit would make a good jelly but not good 
eating out of hand.” 

Commercial plums in Auburn's future 
will owe their health to this undistin- 
guished-looking ancestor from the banks 
of the Coosa, Dr. Norton believes. Any 
such “gift of nature” Dr. Norton gratefully 
acknowledges, not only in his plum breed- 
ing, but also in his work with cantaloupes, 
watermelon and chestnuts 

‘In every case of my breeding, the wild 
material has been a contributing factor to 
put us at a higher level—to produce better 
plants and fruit,” he says. “It’s an exciting 
time to breed new varieties, especially 
when people are so concerned about pollu- 
tion and about chemicals on their produce.” 
Although Dr. Norton doesn’t sympathize 
with the “anti-chemical crowd,” he works 
primarily to protect crops through inher- 
ited resistance rather than chemicals. He 
believes genes somewhere in nature can be 
marshalled to grow better plants and fruit.

It makes canta- 
loupes taste like cucumbers, and, unfortu- 
nately, these altered melons sometimes 
show up in roadside stands, Dr. Norton 
says. “I tell my students that people keep 
buying cantaloupes at roadside stands 
because at one point in their lives, they got 
a good one.” 

Alternaria is “the last hurdle to success- 
ful cantaloupe breeding” and the commer- 
cial shipping of Southern cantaloupes, 
according to Dr. Norton, whose past pro- 
ductions include varieties resistant to 
gummy stem blight and other fatal dis- 
eases. His Gulfcoast melon (1971) and 
Chilton melon (1972) have been test mar- 
keted through produce warehouses in the 
Southeast, and the Department of Horti- 
culture proudly reports in one of its bulle- 
tins that consumers preferred Dr. Nor- 
ton’s melons to Western varieties. The 
Southeast, Dr. Norton hopes, will gain a 
sizeable share of the nations’s $100 million 
cantaloupe industry. 

The Chilton and Gulfcoast cantaloupes 
have won praise from observers in distant 
places. The Hollar Seed Company, produc- 
ers of Chilton and Gulfcoast seed, received 
a letter last year from a Cornell professor 
in Egypt who had observed Dr. Norton's 
melons thriving in a region where gummy 
stem blight and viruses had plagued other 
melon crops for years. 

The secret to successful cantaloupes, Dr. 
Norton says, is a plant introduction found 
by Dr. Grover Sowell, a research patholo- 
gist at the Southeast Region Plant Intro- 
duction Station in Experiment, Ga. Dr. 
Sowell’s plant proved entirely resistant to 
gummy stem blight and highly resistant to 
other diseases. 

Dr. Norton explains that a “plant intro- 
duction” is not the desired crop—in this 
case, a cantaloupe—but something closely 
kin to one. To produce the disease resistant 
melons, Dr. Norton crossed Dr. Sowell’s 
plant with ordinary varieties of cantaloupes. 

Gummy stem blight also attacks water- 
melon, a $100 million crop grown primar- 
ily in the Southeast. So Dr. Norton and two 
of his associates in the Horticulture 
Department—J. M. Snell and H. M. 
Bryce—have just released two watermelon 
varieties: the round-to-oblong AU Pro- 
ducer, weighing about 20 pounds, and the 
elongated AU Jubilant, about 25 pounds. 
Both are resistant to gummy stem blight 
and to another devastating disease, race 2 
anthracnose. 

Most of the pests Dr. Norton opposes 
are microscopic ones, but the-deer that ate 
his plums at the E. V. Smith Research 
Center in Shorter did about as much dam- 
age over a three year period as plum leaf 
scald or canker might do. He had to do 
something to protect his research 

Dr. Norton first tried spraying Tabasco 
sauce solution and, later, shooting the deer 
(with the permission of the State Conser- 
vation Department)., Neither measure 
worked. The Tabasco seemed to lure the 
deer to the trees, and though the shooting 
slowed the filching a bit, someone would 
have had to patrol the orchard around the 
clock to fully protect the crop. 

Luckily, Dr. Norton saw an article in 
BioScience magazine early in 1979 report- 
ing the success workers at a New York 
arboretum had repelling deer with bags of 
human hair. He decided to hang bags of 
freshly cut hair on his plum trees at Shorter 
to see if Alabama deer would behave like 
their New York counterparts.

To his delight, the deer shunned the 
trees with the hair bags, apparently pick- 
ing up the human scent. He found that 
placing loose hair at the base of trees or 
around the perimeter of fruit or vegetable 
plantings worked as well. 

After verifying his results in tests on a 
north Alabama farm, Dr. Norton released 
news of his success to interested farmers 
and scientists. This work earned him the 
1982 W. Kelly Mosley Environmental 
Award for achievement in forestry, wild- 
life, and related resources. Those present- 
ing the award praised Dr. Norton for 
developing “a non-lethal method of pre- 
venting -deer from damaging fruit and 
vegetable plantings.” 

Currently working under a $3,000 grant, 
Dr. Kenneth Rymal of Horticulture and 
Dr. Keith Causey of Zoology are testing to 
determine which of the compounds in an 
extract of human hair repel the deer. Per- 
haps all do, but the scientists want to know 
for certain so they can develop the most 
efficient repellent 

Meanwhile Dr. Norton spends most of 
his research time with plums and melons, 
though he has found time to help establish 
three varieties of chestnuts (from Auburn's 
Chinese chestnut germplasm) and to eval- 
uate a variety of lettuce for cold hardiness, 
productivity, and disease resistance. He's 
discovered also that two mutants, a red 
sweet potato and a smooth-skinned okra, 
show promise for home gardens and com- 
mercial production 

Dr. Norton earned his first two degrees 
at Auburn—a bachelor’s in agricultural 
education and a master’s in horticulture— 
before receiving his doctorate from L.S.U. 

“No doubt about it. I couldn't have suc- 
ceeded without instruction and guidance 
from teachers at these schools,” he says, 
making the point that he is a teacher him- 
self as well as a researcher. 

His teaching includes conducting an 
undergraduate class in vegetable crops, 
serving on graduate committees, and 
supervising graduate projects. It pleases 
him that many graduates of Auburn's mas- 
ter’s program in horticulture have suc- 


ceeded in their advanced studies and 
research at other institutions. 
“That gives me as much pleasure as 


breeding a plum,” he says.

She told Sue and me that if it 
were ever torn down she wanted us to get 
her a brick and send it-to her as a remem- 
brance. Driving by Auburn Hall a few 
months ago I saw “Doors For Sale $5.00.” 
Five hundred doors, as a matter of fact—all 
stacked in a neat deck. As I walked in the 
lobby it looked exactly the same as twenty 
years ago, other than the stacked doors 
The front desk was intact where we would 
check our messages—GC (Girl Called) and 
BC (Boy Called) with the time of the call 
next to it. We were always glad to see 
BCWCB (Boy Called—Will Call Back). 
The same big clock was there with the 
second hand. I can still see Mrs. Shelbourne 
closing the big doors at the exact curfew 
time. Speaking of Mrs. Shelbourne—she is 
synonymous with Auburn Hall during this 
time. If we had as freshmen been expecting 
a kind, retiring, gentle, and understanding 
second mom, with all due respect, we were 
in for a big surprise. Her tactics were more 
on the line of a Marine drill instructor. We 
found out in time that her bark was much 
worse than her bite. She would lecture our 
dates on how much better they would look 
in a coat and tie when they came to pick us 


up. However, we preferred the button- 
down collar oxford cloth shirts, matching 
socks, and madras belts. We talked about 
how funny it would look for a date to have 
on a coat and tie while eating popcorn at 
the Tiger Theatre or getting a hamburger 
at the Bonanza Burger 

Our curfew was 8:30 on weeknights as 
first quarter freshmen and 9:15 if we made 
our grades after the first quarter. If that 
sounds restrictive, it was to a certain 
extent, but it sure did come in handy on 
some of the pledge swaps or other blind 
dates of an incompatible nature! Restric- 
tions were Riven if you were even a minute 
late. My first restriction came after one 
month—not for breaking curfew, but for 
breaking the “strict study hour.” My 
roommate Bootsie and I decided to take 
showers instead. We were yelling from one 
stall to the other about how glad we were to 
be going home to Dothan that weekend 
After all, it had been a whole month since 
we had been home. To a college freshman 
that can seem like a year. However, Mrs 
Shelbourne had other plans for us. We 
spent the weekend on restriction in the 
dorm. Talk about irony—our one consola- 
tion was we could use that situation to 
write a composition in English Comp 101 
if we were assigned “Irony.” 

In hot weather those of us on the top 
bunks on third floor would have to move 
our mattresses out in the hall to be able to 
sleep due to the heat and humidity. The fire 
marshals would have frowned on that— 
also our sunbathing on the fire escapes 
Each fire drill we had we thought it was 
probably the real thing. Mrs. Shelbourne 
threatened restrictions if we brought out 
anything but ourselves. We found we could 
still sneak out our framed 8 x 10s of our 
boyfriends if we threw on our raincoats and 
walked out with our arms folded. She soon 
caught on to that

you requested a brick, but we hope a door 
will do. We discussed what you might use it 
for. We decided except for the door knob, it 
wouldn't be a bad picnic table. Just a 
reminder, Scotty—if you do picnic on it,

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Greg Pratt’s Death 
After Running Drill 
Shocks Football Team 


Greg Pratt, a fullback on the Auburn 
football team who had been “in the best 
physical condition he'd been in since he 
came to Auburn,” collapsed after running a 
series of 440-yard laps and died of apparent 
heat stroke on August 20. Funeral services 
were held August 25 in his hometown, 
Albany, Ga 

“There is no question that this is a 
tragedy to his family, co Auburn University 
and our football team, for the people that 
knew him and loved him,” Coach Pat Dye 
said afterwards. “He was a fine young man 
in every respect. We will surely miss him.” 

Pratt's death was heat related, according 
to a state autopsy report released on August 
22, The 5-8, 213-lb. junior had problems 
running the same drills at the beginning of 
last fall's practice, but that was because he 
reported overweight after having not 
worked out well that summer. This summer 
Pratt stayed in Auburn to work out. As a 
result he weighed 213, about 20 pounds 
less than he had weighed a year earlier, 
and, said Dye, “was in his best physical 
condition” since transferring to Auburn 
from Tennessee State in 1981. The report 
also showed that Pratt had no drugs or 
alcohol in his body, and was not slowed by 
sickness 

The player who had emerged from 
spring practice as the Tigers’ top fullback 
had reportedly received medication a little 
more than a week before his death. He had 
been treated for a stomach virus at the 
university infirmary, but the autopsy gave 
no indication illness contributed to Pratt's 
death 

The temperature was approximately 96 
degrees, the humidity 47 percent at 11:30 
a.m. August 20 when the squad began run- 
ning drills to give the coaches an idea of the 
shape the players were in. The drill con- 
sisted of running four 440-yard laps around 
the Auburn baseball field, resting 90 seconds 
between each lap. Pratt was in the group of 
fullbacks, linemen and linebackers who 
were expected to run each lap within 80

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seconds. The team runs the same drill 
every year, and Dye said he has used it since 
his days as an assistant coach at Alabama in 
the late 1960s. Pratt, who did fine in the 
first three laps, was the only one of the top 
44 players not finishing the fourth lap in 
the required time. 


After he finished the fourth lap, Prate 
reportedly began complaining of cramps 
and collapsed, He was carried from the 
baseball field to the players’ dressing room 
in Memorial Coliseum, all the while being 
attended by Auburn's trainers. According 
to reports, Pratt was cooled down in a 
shower and was conscious, talking and 
answering questions only moments before 
breathing complications set in. Meanwhile, 
head trainer Herb Waldrop, who has been 
on the Auburn training staff since 1960 
and is generally regarded as one of the best 
in the business, felt Pratt was not respond- 
ing to the treatment as he should and called 
East Alabama Medical Center. 


By the time paramedics arrived, Pratt's 
heart had stopped beating. Paramedics did 
achieve a heartbeat, but it didn’t last long. 
Doctors worked on the player for about an 
hour trying to revive him, but to no avail. 
Lee County Coronor Jon Williams pro- 
nounced Pratt dead at 2:35 that afternoon. 


Dye and the other Auburn coaches were 
at the emergency room when Pratt was 
pronounced dead. Two coaches, Bud Casey 
and James Daniels, were sent in a 
university-owned plane to pick up Pratt's 
mother, Mrs. Jessie Pratt, from Albany, Ga. 

Pratt won the starting job in the spring, 
rushing for 109 yards in the A-Day game to 
lead his Orange team to victory. The jun- 
ior, who died just a month before his 21st 
birthday, gained 106 yards in 1982 and 
scored a touchdown in the Tangerine Bowl. 

“We will go on and we will dedicate the 
season to him,” said junior defensive tackle 
Ben Thomas. “It makes winning more 
important than ever.” 

Defensive back David King spoke of 
Pratt's determination to get in shape and 
give a full effort toward the team’s cham- 
pionship goal. “Each day this summer 
when we worked out Greg gave full effort 
in the running we did. You could tell by the 
effort he made that he was determined to 
come back ready to play.” 


Expectations Zoom 
As Ranked Tigers 
Face Extra-tough 
1983 Schedule

Summer in Auburn does not lend one 
thoughts of third down situations, ma- 
jorettes, and waves of orange and blue 
shakers. You don't see the Tigers and the 
Bulldogs when you stand outside Jordan-

workmen repairing a concession stand. 
The Atlanta Braves 110 miles up the Inter- 
state are more real to most students than 
visions of Auburn football weekends. 


But as August drained toward September, 
as Wal-Mart executives plotted back-to- 
school sales, students and townspeople in 
the Loveliest Village began pondering 
something perhaps a bit far-fetched but 
meaningful nevertheless. The question at 
hand did not concern the laws of thermo- 
dynamics, herbicide absorption, or Chau- 
cer's Canterbury Tales. Thoughts turned 
instead to whether Playboy magazine knew 
as much about college football as it knows 
about college females. 


Playboy prognosticator Anson Mount 
this year has selected our own Auburn Tig- 
ers number one in the nation. Should we 
show optimism and point out the same 
gentleman's prediction of Auburn's 8-3 
record and 14th place finish and Alabama's 
7-4 mark and 18th place ranking of 1982? 
Should we as quickly point out Mr. Mount’s 
fearless prediction of two years past when 
he chose Florida the finest in America? 


Perhaps realistic Auburn supporters 
might keep aiming for the top with expec- 
tations of a Top 10 finish. This year's Tig- 
ers give every indication they are at least in 
the same league as the country’s best 
squads. The roadblock most likely to detour 
Auburn's national championship dream is 
the schedule—eight of the 11 opponents 
went to bowls last year. None of the games 
will be easy for Pat Dye’s third Auburn 
team, and week after week of the pressure 
of preparing for and knocking heads with 
America’s best football teams might prove 
too much for even a great team. The oppo- 
nents, briefly, look like this:

the wire a year ago before running out of 
time in a 21-19 AU win. USM lost eight 
starters from last year's 7-4 season, includ- 
ing quarterback Reggie Collier. Eight star- 
ters return to the offense, six on defense. 
Sam Dejarnette is back at tailback where he 
gained 1,545 yards and scored 14 touch- 
downs in 1982. The Golden Eagle defense 
gave up more than 14 points only once in 
the final seven games last year and figures 
to be tough again. 


TEXAS comes to Auburn for the first 
time the following week for an 11:30 a.m. 
kickoff for a contest expected to be region- 
ally televised. The Longhorns are many 
experts’ pick to win the national title this 
year. Six offensive and nine defensive star- 
ters are back from last year’s 9-3 team 
which lost to North Carolina in the Sun 
Bowl. Like Southern Miss, Texas graduated 
a record-setting passer in quarterback 
Robert Brewer. Quarterback might be the 
only unsettled position for Texas. The 
Horns’ defense will be one of the best in 
college football this year. 


Auburn opens its SEC schedule in 
Knoxville Sept. 24 against TENNESSEE. 
The Vols went 6-5-1 last year including a 
28-22 loss to lowa in the Peach Bowl. Ten- 
messee returns seven offensive and five 
defensive starters and has probably the 
most solid kicking game in the conference. 
Quarterback Alan Cockrell threw for more 
than 2,000 yards and 12 TDs, but the Vol 
defense finished last in the league in yards 
allowed for the second straight season, giv- 
ing up 415 yards per game. Cockrell’s main 
targets— Willie Gault and Mike Miller— 
were drafted by the NFL, so Tennessee's 
offense is suspect. 

FLORIDA STATE comes to Auburn 
Oct. 1 for a 1:30 game in Jordan-Hare Sta- 
dium. The Seminoles are picked as one of 


the best reams in the country as they return 
16 starters from last year's 9-3 Gator Bowl 
champion squad. FSU finished the season 
ranked 10th in the nation in 1982, its 
offense second to Nebraska in scoring with 
35 points per game. Tailback Greg Allen 
scored 21 touchdowns to lead the country 
in scoring. He is a junior who already owns 
10 FSU school records. The FSU defense is 
deep, with the possible exception of the 
secondary. The leading tackler, safety Larry 
Harris, has undergone surgery and is 
expected to miss the whole season. The 
Seminoles might well be the best team 
Auburn plays this year. 

The Tigers travel to Lexington the fol- 
lowing week to meet KENTUCKY in a 
6:30 p.m. CDT kickoff. The Wildcats did 
not win a game last year, tying Kansas and 
losing to everyone else. However Auburn 
won't be taking the Cats lightly as the Tig- 
ers recall a year ago when they could not 
dent the end zone against Kentucky. Auburn 
settled for six Al Del Greco field goals in an 
18-3 win. Kentucky returns five starters on 
offense, including leading rusher George 
Adams who totaled 720 yards, and six star- 
ters on defense. 

Oct. 15 finds Auburn traveling to Atlanta 
to meet GEORGIA TECH. The Yellow- 
jackets have six offensive and seven defen- 
sive starters back from their 6-5 1982 cam- 

 paign, but a tougher schedule will offset 
Tech's improvement from a year ago. Tech 
averaged 359 yards per game last year, and 
leading rusher Robert Lavette (1,208 yards, 
19 touchdowns) returns. Auburn shut out 
the Jackets 24-0 halfway through the sea- 
son, but Tech's offense came alive to aver- 
age 31 points in each of the final five 
games. Auburn leads this great Southern 
rivalry 42-39-4 and has beaten Georgia 
Tech four straight times. 

MISSISSIPPI STATE visits Jordan-Hare 
Stadium Oct. 22 to try to revenge Auburn's 
35-17 come-from-behind win in Starkville 
in 1982. The Bulldogs return four starters 
on offense, seven on defense, from their 
5-6 squad of a year ago. State suffered too 
many injuries to stay in the conference race 
last year, but a healthy squad will improve 
its record. Quarterback John Bond accumu- 
lated more than 2,000 yards in total offense 
last year. His batterymate, wide receiver 
Danny Knight, with whom Bond teamed 
for a late score to beat AU in 1981, caught 
37 passes for 397 yards and seven scores 
last year. 

Revenge will be in the minds of most 
Auburn fans on Oct. 29 when FLORIDA'S 
Gators come to Jordan-Hare Stadium. Flor- 
ida recovered an on-sides kick in the clos- 
ing minutes of last year's game and went 
on to kick a field goal to beat Auburn 19-17. 
This rivalry already had been heating up 
for a year. In 1981 Florida missed a field 
goal in the closing minutes to lose in 
Auburn 14-12. Wayne Peace should be re- 
covered from off-season surgery in'time to 
lead the Gator attack. He threw for 2,053 
yards and eight touchdowns in 1982 when 
Florida went 8-4 including an Astro- 
Bluebonnet Bow! loss to Arkansas. 

Homecoming at Auburn will differ from 
the past two seasons when lightweights 
North Texas State and Rutgers struggled 
helplessly against the Tigers. Nov. 5 brings 
MARYLAND, the experts’ choice as the 

best of the Atlantic Coast Conference, to 
Jordan-Hare Stadium. The Terrapins went 
8-4 last year, narrowly losing to Washing- 
ton in the final six seconds of the Aloha 
Bowl. Seven offensive starters return, but

only three from the Terps’ defense. Mary- 
land is in almost every pre-season top 20, 
thanks mainly to the return of quarterback 
Boomer Esiason, a pro prospect who threw 
for 2,302 yards and 18 touchdowns in ‘82, 
and Willie Joyner, a tailback who rushed 
for 1,039 yards. 

Auburn travels to Athens, Ga., Nov. 12 
to face GEORGIA. The Bulldogs lost their 
offense when Herschel Walker turned pro, 
but you don’t go 32-3 over a three-year 
period with one player. The Dogs will be 
tough, especially at home. Six offensive 
and five defensive starters are back from 
the squad that lost only to national cham- 
pion Penn State in the Sugar Bowl. Georgia 
has beaten Auburn three straight years to 
lead the South's oldest football rivalry 
41-38-7. 

The Iron Bow is set for 2:50 CDT Dec. 3 
when Auburn and ALABAMA square off 
in Birmingham’s Legion Field. For the first 
time in 25 years Auburn will not face Paul 
“Bear” Bryant across the field, but instead 
will face new Tide coach Ray Perkins. Ala- 
bama has discarded the wishbone offense 
in favor of a more open pro set and the 
Tide has the talent at quarterback in Wal- 
ter Lewis (more than 2,000 total yards) and 
at receiver in Joey Jones and Jesse Bendross 
to put points on the board. Seven starters 
return to Alabama's offense, four to the 
defense. Auburn has momentum in this 
rivalry after 1982's exciting 23-22 win. But 
Alabama will be loaded as usual. The Tig- 
ers will have three weeks after the Georgia 
game to prepare for Alabama, with the 
Tide playing Boston College in Boston the 
week before the Auburn game. This one 
will be televised nationally by ABC. 

Auburn will counter the country’s 
toughest college schedule with probably its 
most talented squad since 1970. The Tigers 
return 45 lettermen from a year ago, 
including nine starters on offense and six 
on defense. Auburn will again operate 
from the wishbone formation, but will 
likely vary more than in 1982. Fans can 
expect Auburn to throw a bit more than 
last year (175 attempts in 12 games). 
Auburn's defense will again show a “5-2” 
look, with usually five men right on the 
line of scrimmage, two linebackers, two 
cornerbacks, and two safeties. 
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Coach Pat Dye thinks the offense should 
be even more productive than last year 
when Auburn averaged 354 yards per 
game. “We lost only two players from our 
offense, so we should be improved,” Dye 
said. “I never did think we were a good 
offensive football team last year, unless it 
was against Boston College in the bowl 
game. Our offense improved and matured 
as the year went along.” 


Three areas of concern for the offense in 
spring training were the center position, 
depth at running back, and depth at quar- 
terback. Freshmen Ben Tamburello and 
Yann Cowart have apparently solved the 
center problem. AU coaches felt sopho- 
more Pat Washington had an excellent 
spring and will be a competent backup for 
starter Randy Campbell at quarterback. 
Mike Mann, who holds for extra points and 
field goals, is also a hard-working backup. 
At running back, behind heralded half- 
backs Lionel James and Bo Jackson, Auburn 
has several with gazelle speed: Alan Evans, 
Tim Jessie, and Collis Campbell, as well as 
two freshmen coming in who were among 
the top running back prospects in the 
country—Arthur Johnson and Brent 
Fullwood. 


The untimely death of starting fullback 
Greg Pratt at the beginning of fall drills 
shocked not only the team, but also the 
entire Southeastern Conference. With Ron 
O'Neal's eligibility in question, the most 
likely players for the position appear to be 
redshirt freshman Tommie Agee and Full- 
wood. It appeared likely the coaches might 
shift one of the halfbacks to fullback to 
strengthen the depth. 


The Tigers are set in the offensive line 
with Pat Arrington and David Jordan 
expected to contend for all-star honors. 
Other lettermen in the offensive trenches 
are Steve Wallace, Randy Stokes, Jeff Lott, 
Jay Jacobs, Bob Hix, and Rob Shuler. 
Auburn has three quality tight ends: Ed 
West, who might be the best in the SEC, 
and sophomores Jeff Parks and Ron Mid- 
dleton. Split ends Chris Woods and Clay- 
ton Beauford can both fly, and Tommy 
Carroll had an impressive spring. 

On defense, Auburn has probably the 
best front line in the country with Doug 


Smith, Donnie Humphrey, Dowe Aught- 
man, Ben Thomas, Gerald Williams, and 
Quency Williams, They average about 260 
pounds. Linebacker was one position of 
concern on defense, so Dye moved defen- 
sive end Jeff Jackson to beef up where ¢ chris 
Martin had departed. The top four line- 
backers now are Gregg Carr, Jackson, Jim 
Bone. and Pat Thomas. Carr and Jackson 
are proven veterans, and Bone and Tho- 
mas showed in the spring they can play the 
game 

While Dye’s staff were sure they would 
have sufficient manpower for the line and 
linebacker spots, they were concerned about 
the secondary, where Auburn lost six seniors 
and three starters after last season. “We 
felt we had some potential and some abil- 
ity, but we were not sure,’ Dye said of the 
youngsters who had to step in and per- 
form. “From what we saw in the spring, 
we're encouraged.” The coach mentioned 
Tommy Powell, Victor Beasley, Jimmie 
Warren, Danny Robinson, Chuck Clanton, 
Jonathan Robinson, and Nat Ceasar. They 
are the secondary restructured around jun- 
ior David King, an All-America candidate 
at cornerback. 

Dye expects the Auburn kicking game to 
be better than last year’s because the same 
kickers return with last year's experience 
behind them. Lewis Colbert is the number 
one punter with Fred Murphy competing 
for the job. Al Del Greco is an adequate 
field goal kicker who hit 26 of 27 extra 
points and 13 of 21 field goals in ‘82. The 
field goal statistic might be misleading as 
Del Greco hit 13 of 14 from within 40 
yards, none of seven of more than 40 yards. 
As for returning kicks, Auburn's Lionel 
James led the nation last year in punt 
return average. James and Bo Jackson both 
return kickoffs. 


Auburn's recruiting this past year was 
one of the most successful efforts in the 
country. Dye says some of the new players 
might aid the team in their first season. 
“We have some talented freshmen coming 
in who we know have the ability to play,” 
he said. “I'm sure some of them will come 
in and contribute. How quick and how 
much I don’t know. They could help us at 
split end, running back, possibly the offen- 
sive line. We've got some fine quarterbacks

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signed, but I can’t see any of them coming 
in and getting in the picture right now. 

“Defensively, we have several players 
coming in with potential to help us,” he 
said. “There's a chance freshmen could 
help us in the secondary and maybe pro- 
vide us with an additional linebacker or 
defensive end. We have some youngsters 
coming in with outstanding ability.” 

As always, the goal at Auburn in 1983 is 
to play each game as it comes and try to 
win. But as Coach Dye says, “There's 
nothing we can do about the schedule 
except play it, so we have to accept it as a 
challenge and be excited about the oppor- 
tunities it presents. 

“I don't think there is any question that 
if we were to get through this schedule, 
based on difficulty alone, we would be 
deserving of any national ranking we might 
have.” 


Halfbacks Head 
Auburn’s List 
of Potential 
All-Star Players

Running backs Lionel James and Bo 
Jackson, who between them gained 58 per- 
cent of Auburn's total rushing yards in 
1982, head a group of 10 returning letter- 
men expected to contend for all-star honors 
during the coming football season. The 
others are offensive linemen Pat Arring- 
ton and David Jordan, tight end Ed West, 
defensive linemen Dowe Aughtman, 
Donnie Humphrey, and Doug Smith, line- 
backer Gregg Carr, and defensive back 
David King. 

James, a 5-7, 166-lb. senior from Albany, 
Ga., led America in punt returns last year 
with a 15.8 average on 24 returns. His 
longest return was a 63-yarder against 
Florida that set up an Auburn touchdown. 
James returned punts for totals of 103 
yards against Rutgers, 104 yards against 
Georgia Tech, and 76 yards against Florida. 
He rushed for 779 yards, second to Jackson 
on the squad. Despite his small size, James 
is considered the best blocking back on the 
team. Coach Pat Dye has called him “pound 
for pound the best football player in the 
country.” James, who is so small he has to 
wear a single digit number on his jersey, 
scored on runs against Mississippi State, 
Georgia, and Alabama in which practically 
every defender on the field had a shot at 
him. 

Jackson, according to Dye, “if he takes up 
where he left off last fall, has to be consi- 
dered one of the top backs in our confer- 
ence and maybe the country.” Jackson this 
year became the first Auburn athlete in 30 
years to letter in three sports. He made the 
All-SEC teams from both Associated Press 
and United Press International his first 
season, leading the Tigers in rushing with 
829 net yards. Comparable to what Her- 
schel Walker meant to the Georgia pro- 
&ram, Jackson gives Auburn speed, great 
leaping ability, and outstanding perfor- 
Mances in the big games. He's about 
Walker's size, 6-1, 222 Ibs., and, says Dye, 
“does not have any limitations physically.” 

Pat Arrington, 6-6, 269-lb. offensive 
tackle from Rome, Ga., made the AP All- 
SEC squad last year as a junior when he 
8taded a winner in every game. A hard 
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worker, Arrington has improved every 
year since he entered Auburn, and the 
coaches feel if he continues to improve he 
might well be one of the best offensive 
liriemen to ever wear the orange and blue 
Coach Dye praised Arrington by calling 
him “a great leader. Pat provided the guts 
and character for us to build an offensive 
line around.” 

Another offensive lineman, guard David 
Jordan is a 6-6, 267-lb. senior from Bir- 
mingham who also made the AP All-SEC 
team last year. Jordan is considered AU's 
best one-on-one blocker in the offensive 
line and it was his paving the way that 
allowed Bo Jackson to reach the end zone 
for the winning touchdown against Ala- 
bama. “David is the best blocker at the 
point of attack we have on the team,” says 
Coach Dye. “He made all-conference last 
year and certainly deserved it. There's no 
reason he shouldn't be a better football 
player as a senior this year.” 

Ed West, a 6-1, 242-Ib. tight end from 
Leighton, has not received a lot of recogni- 
tion for his first three years at Auburn, but 
then the wishbone offense doesn't exactly 
throw the spotlight on the tight end. “We 
haven't thrown to Ed as much as we should 
have,” Coach Dye says. “He was as good as 
any tight end in the conference last year. 
He has excellent hands. We expect great 
things out of Ed West this fall.” The tight 
end has caught 26 passes for 364 yards in 
his three years, with two touchdowns. Per- 
haps his most valuable asset to Auburn is 
his blocking ability, best in the SEC. 

Dowe Aughtman, at 6-2, 269, made the 
AP All-SEC team in '82 when he totaled 75 
tackles over the season, despite sometimes 
being double- and triple-teamed. An 
extremely quick player for his size, 
Aughtman had 10 tackles against Tennes- 
see, nine against Georgia, and 11 against 
Mississippi State. “Dowe has won some 
ball games for us with his big plays on 
short yardage situations,” Coach Dye said. 
“The Alabama game last year is an exam- 
ple. He stopped their quarterback on third 
and one at the goal line and forced them to 
kick a field goal. That kept us in the game 
and we later went on to win it. When you 
need it the most, he gives you the big play 
you have to have.” 

Donnie Humphrey would be in the NFL 
right now except for an injury that post- 
poned his senior season from 1982 to 1983. 
Humphrey, 6-2, 275-lb. defensive tackle 
from Huntsville, was a pre-season All- 
America pick last year, but an injury to a 
knee while chasing down a Southern Mis- 
sissippi quarterback cut short his season. 
He is quick and determined, trying to make 
the tackle on every play. “When you are 
talking about the defensive line, you have 
to start with Donnie, Coach Dye said. “If 
Donnie returns like we think he will, if he 
gets his old quickness back, he could be the 
best defensive lineman in the country. 
Only time will tell, but if Donnie is well— 
and we expect him to be—he could be the 
best in America.” 

Another defensive lineman mentioned 
among those possibly the best in the coun- 
try is 6-6, 270-lb. Doug Smith, a senior 
from Bayboro, N.C. He is a potential Out- 
land Award and Lombardi Trophy winner, 
trophies which would signify his being 
chosen the top lineman in the country. He 
made the AP All-SEC squad last year when 
he had 73 tackles, 14 for losses totaling 45 
yards. “Doug has great physical talent,” 
Coach Dye said. “He has still not reached

his full potential. I hope he will reach that 


potential this year. If he does, he will be as 
good as any defensive lineman who has 
ever played college football. That's a big 
statement, but the guy has that kind of 
talent.” 

Greg Carr is ‘an ideal all-star candidate 
who represents the best in inter-collegiate 
athletics.” The 6-2, 206 lb. junior line- 
backer led the Tigers in tackles in 1982 
with 125 and made the academic All- 
America squad in his chemical engineering 
curriculum. Carr had 14 tackles against 
Georgia, 16 against Southern Miss and 
Tennessee, 17 against Florida, and 15 
against Alabama. He was named UPI and 
AP defensive player of the week after the 
Tennessee game, and shared AP's defen- 
sive honors with Chris Martin after they 
had combined for 34 tackles in the 23-22 
win over Alabama. Auburn coaches said 
Greg was the best sophomore linebacker 
they had ever seen. Coach Dye called him 
“a tremendous leader and an extremely 
intelligent young man. He has all the tools 
to be an outstanding linebacker and has 
gotten better every year.” 

David King is only 5-8, 179-lbs., but the 
junior from Fairhope is the cornerstone 
around which Auburn will rebuild: the 
secondary. A starter since he was a fresh- 
man, King needs 10 interceptions in the 
next two seasons to rank as Auburn's all- 
time leader. He picked off three his fresh- 
man year, six last year, and could be one of 
the nation’s best defensive backs before 
he's through. King moved to the varsity his 
first day on the practice field back in the fall 
of 1981 and earned a starting spot before 
the end of that week. He won the “Hustle 
Award” in spring training this past year, 
and Coach Dye told the team to pattern 
themselves after King if they wanted to be 
successful. “David should come into his 
own this year,” Dye said. “He is a very 
physical football player, very intelligent, 
and committed to being a good player.” 

Of all the Tigers’ returning lettermen, 
those 10 seem to have the best shot at 
making different all-star teams by season's 
end. However, with the overall strength 
and depth of the Auburn squad, other play- 
ers should be in the running for compli- 
ments. Among them, Dye mentioned, are 
defensive tackle Ben Thomas, linebacker 
Jeff Jackson, defensive end Gerald Robin- 
son, and split end Chris Woods.

A month or two before football season 
begins, magazine stands feature an 
increasing number of publications, all of 
which announce their favorites for the fall, 
the country’s top players, and reasons for 
all their choices.

Oxford Stroud ’49: 
A Teacher Who Made 
A Difference

Early summer quarter, I noticed a drastic 
change in one Auburn English professor's 
office. For once the light that filtered 
through tightly closed Venetian blinds 
made a pathway to the door where I stood. 
The darkened office, still crowded with pil- 
ferings from the remote outer world, was 
somehow different. Even though one green 
plant, here and there, fought for photosyn- 
thetic rays, the rest of the vegetation was 
gone. Word had it that Professor Oxford 
Stroud ‘49 was retiring, and one Haley 
Center maid, overly fond of his office 
garden, had eagerly, although several 
months prematurely, made good Mr 
Stroud’s bequeathal and swept his foliage 
away 

“It’s a conglomeration of life and death,” 
Mr. Stroud has been heard to describe his 
cluttered office, filled with various items of 
interest, including hornets’ nests, cow ver- 
tebrae, tumbleweed, and, until recently, 
many healthy plants. So symbolic did this 

loss of greenery appear to me, that I could 
not help feeling slightly disconcerted. Mr 
Stroud, teacher of advanced composition 
and various other English courses at Auburn 
for more than 30 years, was indeed making 
his exodus from the ninth floor of Haley 
Center and the role of professor. 

The first Auburn English professor | 
took a course from, Mr. Stroud has made all 
the difference in my student days here. 
That first day of advanced composition 
when he came prancing in with his pants 
riding high atop his big brown boots, his 
tie adjusted just so about the neck of his 
safari-styled shirt, I was entranced. Stories 
of his boyhood in Wilcox County, of people 
old and young, black and white, became 
examples of composition to us all. We saw 
one man paint his experiences, real and 
imagined, in words so colorful and tales so 
mesmerizing, that we couldn't help becom- 
ing enthusiastic about the powers of the 
English language to convey the most 
uproarious of our carousals and the most 
subtle of our emotions. Mr. Stroud brought 
us to the fertile country of our own imagi- 
nations and showed us that it sorely needed 
cultivation. 

In Mr. Stroud's class everyone had a fair 
chance. He had no bias for that particularly 
bright or articulate student. A humble con- 
jurer, he would relinquish that pedagogic 
pedestal so often closely guarded by profes- 
sors and present himself with a directness 
and enthusiasm that was contagious. Per- 
haps his approach to teaching is partially 
responsible for inciting the much desired 
but rare student response. 

For Mr. Stroud teaching is a meeting of 
the minds, where the teacher is deeply 
rewarded not because of what he gives, but 
because of the communication that takes 

place. Describing the interaction in the 
classroom as something that transcends

the student-teacher relationship and almost 
borders on friendship, he finds thinking 
together with the student deeply fulfilling. 
“The teacher,” he says, “should do his level 
best to present himself, along with his sub- 
ject matter, in an honest, unpretentious 
human fashion and not as a programmed 
automaton or some academic archangel 
ordained by God to scatter pearls of knowl- 
edge to the swine below.” 

Mr. Stroud in his “wholesome eccentric- 
ity” as Dr. James E. Woodall describes his 
colleague's unique manner, is far from 
being pretentious. Students discover this 
unaffectedness both in the classroom and if 
they happen by his office around lunch 
time where he often makes a meal for him- 
self and two of his children from a half 
dozen eggs, a bag of apples, and kudzu tea. 
"He is not some high-minded intellectual,” 
says journalism major Mary Ellen Hughes, 
“he is down-to-earth.” Meeting students 
ona level that they can understand and be 
comfortable with is all a part of the method 
in Mr. Stroud’s madness. “I think they 
sense in me a certain kind of genuiness that 
is not essentially academic; and] think that 
the ordinary student, be he sharp or be he 
dull, is suspicious of a teacher who is out 


and out one-hundred percent academic. 
There is something that smacks of the 
half-man—the half-teacher.” 

Mr. Stroud grew up in the Old South, the 
Depression Era, the pre-World War Il 
time—a world almost foreign but very 
interesting to his students. “He came from 
a very rich culture,’ comments colleague 
and friend Professor Madison Jones, “with 
a long memory, great humor, affection for 
place, and knowledge of people. He retained 
this culture in himself and his personality, 
he is an awfully good story teller.” Mr. 
Stroud presents his past to his students and 
makes it relevant to classroom work. “He 
impresses upon his students a love for the 
language by sharing events of his child- 
hood,” says Mary Ellen Hughes. “Students 
learn how to make stories of their own 
lives and how. to adapt these stories into 
written work.” : 

Self-discovery is an important part of all 
good writing, emphasizes Mr. Stroud: “For 
all its outward-going properties—frank- 
ness, objectivity, realism, accuracy, con- 
creteness—writing is mainly an inward 
activity, a going énto your subject material 
of course but mainly a going into that 
astonishing and bewildering country of 


yourself.” As the students learn how to 
recall their past experiences, Mr. Stroud 
keeps pace with them, showing them the 
vital function language plays in giving 
form to their meditations. “With infinity 
looking at us from both ends of time and 
with chaos hovering over us and around us 
on all sides, good language gives some 
shape, continuity, and direction to our 
present lives. For all its imperfection and 
how, being invented by us, could it be per- 
fect?) language, hopefully with divine 
assistance, may be our continuing lifeline 
to civilization and our best hope against 
planetary catastrophe. How else shall we 
better be directed toward beauty and truth; 
and by what other means can we remind 
ourselves so exquisitely what damn fools 
we are?” 

Other than aiding in the process of com- 
Stroud’s anecdotes 


position, Mr serve 


another purpose they create an atmos- 


phere conducive for exchanging ideas. Stu- 
dents respond to his stories with trust, dis- 
covering that they can relax and be them- 
selves. “It's not just a matter of letting your 
hair down,” says Mr. Stroud, “it's a matter 
of letting your own soul out. This matter of 
honesty always shatters and displaces the 
mere academic varnish that we all get 
when we have to go through college and 
get our various degrees.” 

He stresses the importance of being 
genuinely human, of side-stepping the 
professor's propensity to become purely 
academic: “We don’t plant our seeds onthe 
top of Haley Center, My seeds are in the 
black belt of Wilcox County, in my old 
aunts and my old uncles and the old black 
folks who we used to call Negroes, in the 
sweat that we've smelled, in the places that 
we've been, in the catfish that we've caught, 
in the rivers that we used to swim, and the 
people we've seen in caskets.” According to 
Mr. Sroud, we must understand “the origi- 
nal ground of who we are” before we are 
truly ready for book knowledge which he 
considers absolutely essential. 

“Language is the common denominator 
of anything we've got and everything 
we've got going, at least to me,” says Mr. 
Stroud fervently. “But without the imagi- 
nation, what can you do with it? The lan- 
guage without any imagination is like 
anemic soil without any fertilizer in it—it 
just doesn’t produce anything of much sig- 
nificance. But what is the imagination?” 
Struggling with this question, he reflects 
again upon his own past. Determining that 
he brought from the South of his childhood 
a sense of morality that “gets mixed in” 
with everything that he does or sees, he 
attempts to define it: There is a difference 
between moralizing and a sense of moral- 
ity. I have in my bones this sense that 
things are right or wrong. This kind of 
moral energy is in everything, even in the 
atom. And when you put the complex of 
atoms together called man, this moral 
energy becomes a part of his intellect, 4 
vital part of it.” He questions whether 
people who have simple origins, those who 
have not been thrown into conflict, or been 
deeply hurt or shocked in their lifettmes, 
can develop this keenest type of moral 
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sense. Almost embarrassed for his show of 
enthusiasm that invariably results when he 
considers the relationship between a per- 
son's Origin, imagination, and use of lan- 
guage, he shrugs his shoulders and says, 
“But these are philosophical problems that 
I haven't worked out.” 

Mr. Stroud finds that students today do 
not have as much a sense of themselves as 
his students did twenty years ago. “We've 
rushed so madly into the tail end of the 
Twentieth Century that it is hard to assess 
the change, and yet it is in some sense 
awesome, even catastrophic.” The changes 
in some ways are so violent that it is diffi- 
cult to assess ourselves, he says and sug- 
gests that perhaps language is losing its 
hold because somehow we can no longer 
communicate with the language the most 
important thing of all—ourselves. “If peo- 
ple don't read, if they don’t have enough 
experience in and out of books, what in the 
world are they going to think? How will 
they use this thing we call the imagination? 
Unless language communicates some of a 
person's own experiences back to him and 
relates it to the experiences of his com- 
munity and the enigmatic universe that he 
lives in, then the language is dead, and 
therefore the person suffers an awesome 
loss.” 

Because students tend not to be as well 
read today as they used to be, Mr. Stroud 
finds that by inviting them to write about 
their own experiences they become more 
aware of language's importance. “Now, 
when a student is really shackled with his 
own experience and the responsibility of 
shaping and reshaping it, he gets more 
interested because he is working with 
something vital; he is working with him- 
self and the language becomes personal.” 
Contemplating the success that he has had 
with his advanced composition class, he 
Suggests that the key might be that no 
matter what he is teaching he cannot leave 
his “organic self” out of it and asks the 
students to be genuine too. 

Many of these students whom Mr. Stroud 
has managed to touch in spite of all the 
barriers that regrettably rise up between 
students and professors, are responsible 
for the conglomeration of nature's treasure 
in his office. “The stuffed hawk, snake skin, 
gourd, they all thought it would fit,” says 
Mr. Stroud of his past students. “Do you ‘ 
need to have this?’ they would ask. “Yes, I 
need to have that,” he would respond. 
Glancing around at crammed bookshelves, 
desktops, and walls, he says, “It's not very 
pretty, but it’s comfortable. I don’t have 
any idea what on earth I'm going to do with 
all this stuff. But I can’t get rid of the old 
Indian Red Lightning Laxative. I can't get 
tid of my hornets’ nest. And what am | 
£0ing to do with my tumbleweed and Sir 
Lancelot, my old tin man? I've got to carry 
him home.” 

As Mr. Stroud prepares to dismantle his 
office, many of us already know that we are 
Z0ing to miss his presence on the ninth 
floor greatly. Even though he would abso- 
lutely refuse to believe it, he has affected 
my life immeasurably since I came to 
Auburn as a transient student. He promp- 
ted me to take the correct English courses 
for graduate school, recommended me fora 
job on the A/umnews where I had my first 
journalism experience, and counseled me 
and provided endless encouragement and 
help the two years I edited the Auburn 
Circle. A teacher like Mr. Stroud is rare and 
as his office grows barren, something more 
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will be lost than just another fine professor. 

“The department will be impoverished 
by his absence; there is no one else here like 
him, no one who has his flair,” says Profes- 
sor Madison Jones. “There is probably no 
teacher who can rouse students’ interest as 
effectively as he can, or stir up the enthusi- 
asm that he communicates. Also, he reminds 
academic people what they are likely to 
forget, that there is another world out 
there of rich and deep interest besides 
literature on a page.” 


Retiring Blake Says 
Most Rewarding Part 
Of Job Was Teaching 


When Dr. George Blake retired June 30 
as an Auburn zoology-entomology profes- 
sor, he left behind him 32 years of service, 
which included teaching 16 different courses 
and years of research. Dr. Blake first joined 
the University staff in 1951 in a research 
capacity with the Alabama Agricultural 
Experiment Station. By 1963, the research 
had been combined with teaching, and 
within a few years, he devoted 100 percent 
of his work to teaching zoology-entomology 
courses in the School of Agriculture, For- 
estry, and Biological Sciences. He instructed 
courses ranging from general biology and 
zoology to specialized graduate level 
entomology courses, such as insect mor- 
phology and embryology. His teachings 
also included off-campus Master of Agri-

culture courses in Crossville, Camden, and 
Headland. 

Teaching was the most rewarding, 
memorable, and fun part of his career, Dr. 
Blake said. “I feel like everyone should 
have a good time in class. That way they 
learn more.” 

Economic entomology and bee culture 
were Dr. Blake's favorite classes, he said. “I 
liked economic entomology best because 
there were more girls in that class.” 

Instructing students during labs was the 
most enjoyable part. “It used to be a real 
pleasure teasing” with them during insect 
collection trips. He took his economic 
entomology lab out every week on collec- 
tion excursions. 

During labs he used to choose a “couple 
of either really smart or really dumb” stu- 
dents and “give them a hard time,” he 
remembers. But it was all done in fun. 

Students will remember him most for 
the personal care, attention, and interest 
he showed them, Dr. J. F. Pritchett, 
zoology-entomology department head, said. 
“He was always concerned about people 
and their problems.” 

Dr. Pritchett recalled taking a course 
under Dr. Blake during his sophomore 
year. Dr. Blake's influence “steered me in 
this direction. Had I not run across him, I 
might be doing something else.” 

During Dr. Blake's career at Auburn, he 
was voted Most Outstanding Teacher in 
the School of Agriculture several times, 
and given honorary status in the Future 
Farmers of America. His membership in 
professional and honorary societies includes 
the Entomological Society of America, 
Alabama Beekeeping Association president, 
American Beekeeping Federation, Phi 
Kappa Phi, Gamma Sigma Delta, Alpha 
Zeta, and Phi Sigma. 

Activities at Auburn University were 
not the only source of Dr. Blake's involve- 
ment. He also made significant contribu- 
tions to community life. He served as pres- 
ident of Auburn Little League baseball, 
coach of a Dixie Youth baseball team, and 
as scout master of a Boy Scout troop. He 
was also a City Council member. 

Dr. Blake was born in Faunsdale, but 


grew up in Statesville and calls that his 
home. He attended Hicks Memorial High 
School in Autaugaville, and afterwards 
enrolled in Auburn University to study 
agricultural science. His college career was 
interrupted for more than three years 
when he was drafted for World War II. 

After returning to Auburn and finishing 
his B.S., Dr. Blake received his M.S. in 
entomology there. He completed his Ph.D. 
in entomology at the University of Illinois. 

Now that he has retired, Dr. Blake will 
operate an entomology consulting busi- 
ness, which will include conducting semin- 
ars and short courses in Auburn, as well as 
other parts of the Southeast. Playing golf 
and hunting are also in his plans. 

Blake is married to the former Bruce 
Davis. They have three sons and one 
daughter. 


Extension Service’s 
Sherer Concludes 
32-year Career 


Ralph Sherer looked out on a group of 
friends and former co-workers at a restau- 
rant near Montgomery the other night and 
could see all the way to Jasper—and Rome 
and Baxley, Ga., and Guntersville, Decatur 
and Auburn. 

It was a distance of 32 years. 

From all parts of Alabama came nearly 
100 friends to pay tribute to Mr. Sherer as 
he closed out a career of public service that 
began in 1951 as a vocational agriculture 
teacher in Rome, Ga. 

For the past 28 years—beginning in 
Guntersville as an assistant county agent— 
he worked for the Alabama Cooperative 
Extension Service, serving most recently as 
the Service's district agent-coordinator for 
23 counties of Southeast Alabama. 

“I feel as though | should be giving a 
party for you,’ Mr. Sherer told those 
gathered. “Because each of you has had an 
influence on my career.” 

Except for a three-year tenure in Decatur

as district agent-coordinator for North 
Alabama, he and his wife, Vetra, have 
resided in Auburn since 1961. And Auburn 
is where they plan to stay. 

“There's just no other place like it,” Mr 
Sherer said. “And besides, it's close to 
Jordan-Hare Stadium.” 

Mr. Sherer is, indeed, an avid Tiger foot- 
ball fan. He has ordered tickets for every 
Auburn game this fall, already making 
plans for visits to Lexington, Knoxville, 
Athens, Atlanta, and Birmingham. And 
he’s hoping, he said, to spend New Year's 
in New Orleans at the Sugar Bowl. 

For the time being, he plans to spend his 
time traveling, doing a little fishing, and “if 
the right thing comes along” might even 
consider taking another job. 

The awards and honors have been 
numerous over the years, but in looking 
back over his career, Mr. Sherer said the 
biggest satisfaction has been “the feeling of 
being able to serve other people.” 

“| suppose that’s why I got into Exten- 
sion work in the first place,” said Mr. 
Sherer, who grew up on a small farm near 
Jasper, spent 43 months in the Army Air 
Force during World War II and then 
enrolled at Auburn. 

After getting his B.S. degree in agricul- 
ture from API, (a master's degree from 
Cornell would come later) he went to 
Rome, Ga., as vocational agriculture teacher, 
moving to Baxley, Ga., in 1954 as an assist- 
ant supervisor with the Farmers Home 
Administration. 

In 1955, he joined the Extension Service 
as an assistant county agent for Marshall 
County, working primarily with farm fami- 
lies in the Farm and Home Development 
program. Thereafter began a steady rise 
through the ranks of the organization. 

He and his wife, and daughter Gail, 
(now Dr. Gail Sherer of Atlanta) moved to 
Auburn from Guntersville in 1961, when 
he became rural resource development 
specialist for a six-county East Alabama 
area. In 1962, at a time when civil defense 
was being emphasized nationally, he became 
Extension's first Rural Civil Defense spe- 
cialist and played a major role in bringing a 
total coordinated approach to the state's 
civil defense programs—one of the few 
states in the nation to be so organized. 

In 1966, he assumed a new position as 
head of staff development for Extension 
and at the request of Dr. Fred Robertson, 
AU vice president for Extension and direc- 
tor of ACES, assumed responsibility for 
university-wide continuing education. He 
wrote the plans and proposals for the uni- 
versity’s non-credit continuing education 
programs, most of which are still in effect 
today. 

As part of his university-wide responsi- 
bilities, Mr. Sherer developed continuing 
education programs for county commis- 
sion members, elected municipal officials, 
and other employees of local governments. 
Those programs proved to be highly suc- 
cessful and most are still in use today. 


After serving from Oct. 1, 1975 to July 
31, 1977 as assistant to the director, Mr. 
Sherer moved to Decatur on Aug. 1, 1977 
as district agent-coordinator for North 
Alabama and returned to Auburn on 
November 14, 1980, as district agent- 
coordinator for Southeast Alabama. 


Dr. J. Michael Sprott, dean and director 
of ACES, says Mr. Sherer has been a valued 
member of the ACES administrative team 
and has had a profound influence in shap- 
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ing the Extension organization as it ts 
today. 

“Ralph's good efforts will continue co 
provide guidance and direction to the 
ACES even during his retirement, we are 
indebted to him for his leadership.” 


Retiring Jack Snow ’42 
Plans to Spend Third 

Of His Time Helping 
Developing Nations

When aquaculturalist Jack Snow came to 
Auburn as a student in 1938, his intention 
was to eventually find employment with 
the University. It would be 36 years though 
before that dream would come true. When 
it did, both Prof. Snow and Auburn were 
the better for it. 

"In coming to work for the Alabama 
Agricultural Experiment Station in 1974, 
Jack brought with him the experience and 
expertise necessary to help in guiding our 
fisheries and research program to the 
world renown reputation it has today. We 
truly appreciate the work he’s done for us,” 
said Dr. E. W. Shell ‘52, head of the 
Department of Fisheries and Allied 
Aquacultures. 

Before being employed as an associate 
professor in 1974, Prof. Snow spent 24 
years as director of the National Fish 
Hatchery and U.S. Fish and Wildlife Ser- 
vice in Marion. He acted as project leader 
for fingerling fish production and research 
and headed up the warmwater fisheries 
hatchery school. 

Prof. Snow is now celebrating, not his 
first, but his second retirement—this time 
with a service of nearly 10 years with 
Auburn's Department of Fisheries and 
Allied Aquacultures. 

A native of Jasper, Prof. Snow gradu- 
tated from Auburn in 1942 with a B.S. in 
agricultural science, majoring in agronomy 
and soils. Immediately thereafter, he spent 
almost four years in the Army, mostly with 
the 458th Parachute Field Artillary Battal- 
ion, 13th Airborne Division. Fortunately, 
he never took part in combat although his 
division was assigned to the European 
Theater of Operations. 

He returned to Auburn in 1946 and two 
years later had earned the first Master of 
Science degree in Fish Management ever 
granted here. After some farm supervisory 
experience in Dallas County, he began his 
career with the Fish and Wildlife Service in 
1950. 

As an active researcher with the Ala- 
bama Agricultural Experiment Station, 
during the last ten years, Prof. Snow has 
spent a large portion of his Auburn tenure 
in fish production involving striped bass, 
largemouth bass, Chinese carp, tilapia, and 
channel catfish. He has provided overseas 
consultation in hatchery design and con- 
struction in several countries and, as an 
instructor, has taught in the.areas of pond 
construction and hatchery management. 

He and his wife, Evelyn, also found time 
to rear six children, and today, Prof. Snow 
boasts a covey of seven grandchildren. 

He says he plans to spend a third of his 
retirement time being grandfather, play- 
ing golf, and fishing; a third managing his 
240-acre farm near Marion; and the final

It's more fun to live today and plan for 
tomorrow. Besides, there's just as much or 
more in the anticipation as there is in the 
realization,’ Prof. Snow says. 


Former Zoology Head 
Kirby Hays ’48 Dies 


Dr. Kirby Hays, professor of zoology- 
entomology at Auburn, died July 17 at Uni- 
versity Hospital, Birmingham, after a 
lengthy illness. Dr. Hays received the B.S 
in 1948 and MLS. in 1954 from Auburn 
University and the Ph.D. from University 
of Michigan in 1958. He joined the Auburn 
faculty in 1957 as assistant professor of 
zoology-entomology, serving in a joint 
teaching-research position in the School of 
Agriculture and Alabama Agricultural 
Experiment Station. He became depart- 
ment head in 1975, a position he held until 
1982 when ill health forced him to relin- 
quish administrative duties. 

Known for his pioneering research on 
the imported fire ant and for medical and 
veterinary entomology research, Dr. Hays 
was 1983 president of the Southeastern 
Branch of the Entomological Society of 
America. He served as chairman of Auburn 
University’s faculty senate and general 
faculty, was an elder in the First Presbyter- 
ian Church of Auburn, served on various 
community projects, and was a member of 
numerous honorary and professional 
organizations. 

Dr. Hays is survived by his wife, Dean 
Styles Hays; two daughters, Jane E. and 
Melanie Hays, of Auburn; his mother, Mrs. 
E. T. Conway, Sr., of Arab; his father, 
Charles Hays of Guntersville; a brother, 
Dr. Sid Hays of Clemson, S.C.; and two 
sisters, Charlene Hawkins of Oneonta and 
Louisa Hays of Arab. 


Army ROTC Students 
Win in Scholarship 
Competitions 


Twenty-three of the 25 Auburn Univer- 
sity students competing for Army ROTC 
scholarships—most at the national level— 
were successful, and one of the other two is 
an alternate winner. 

“The achievement rate of 92 percent is 
the highest attained by Auburn students 
seeking Army ROTC scholarships,” said 
Col. William A. Luther. In comparison 
with all other universities in the nation, 
this rate places Auburn in the top 3 
percent—or of the 315 host institutions, 
Auburn is one of the top nine, he pointed 
out. “This is clear evidence that high qual- 
ity students at Auburn desire to serve their 
country as junior Army officers.” 

In a memorandum to Col. Luther, Inte- 
rim President Wilford S. Bailey said, “This 
is a most impressive record reflecting great 
credit on you and the other officers and 
staff of the Army ROTC unit—indeed on 
the University generally. It is striking evi- 
dence that your program is attracting stu- 
dents of exceptional academic ability and 
those personal attributes which are sO 
important for officers in the military servi- 
ces on which the defense of this country 
depends .
